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Selectmen’s Report 


To the Citizens of Benton: 


Your Selectmen take this opportunity for a few words of 
explanation regarding some of their work: 


Poor Relief— 


The Selectmen were very fortunate to stay within the 
budget this year. Through the cooperation of all three 
selectmen we ended the year with a $366.45 balance. The 
welfare case in Burnham continues to be the largest expense. 


Taxes— 


This year our taxes will increase approximately 10 mills, 
if the voters follow the budget committee's recommen- 
dations. Our S.A.D No. 49 assessment has increased 
$17,714.91 over last years assessment. This was caused by 
an increase in our state valuation $2,7000,000.00 and the 
State Bureau of Taxation say that the town is valued at 
15% of value. Last year we had almost $33,000.00 valu- 
ation in new property in town and this year there will be 
a larger increase. 


Highways— 


Last fall the Town Road Improvement fund was spent 
on the Richards Road in East Benton, in the. amount of 
$2,231.89, this section of road should be tarred this year 
on our State Aid Road Program. The District Engineer 
has included in his State Aid budget a $10,000.00 Special 
to be spent on the Gogan road along with the Town’s Antici- 
pation of 1968 State Aid funds, and also the transfer of the 
T. R. I. money for one year to complete the Gogan Road.

Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing, provided the public 
health nursing in the Town of Benton. Table 1 presents 
selected nursing activities and the number of times each 
was rendered.

The medical examination of pupils in grades one, four, 
and eight were given by the school physician, Russell 
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Bridges, D.O. Urine tests for the detection of albumin and 
sugar were done by a trained volunteer under the super- 
vision of the public health nurse. A total of 107 pupils were 
examined. Your public health nurse visited the parents of 
the children who needed further medical care as recommend- 
ed by the school physician. 


Individual hearing tests with the Puretone audiometer 
were conducted with pupils by a trained volunteer under the 
supervision of the public health nurse. A total of 260 tests 
were given. The public health nurse retested those who 
showed an apparent hearing difficulty and parents were 
visited to plan for further evaluation. 


Your public health nurse assisted with the tuberculin skin 
testing program in grades one and seven. The tests were 
administered and read by Russell Bridges, D.O. A total of 
sixty-three tests were given. 


School registration for all children entering school in the 
fall was held in April. Your public health nurse participated 
in interviewing the parents to obtain health history on each 
child, which the public health nurse recorded on the child’s 
school health record. A total of twenty-five children regis- 
tered. 


The public health nurse extends her sincere appreciation 
to the volunteers in Benton who gave time and service during 
the health activities.

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Benton has been completed 
for the fiscal year ended February 10, 1966. The audit consisted of an examination 
of the records maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and other 
municipal officials. 


The operations for the year showed that the net unexpended departmental 
balance lapsed amounted to $14,016.39, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $15,105..19 
Overdrafts 1,088.80 
Net Unexpended Balance $14,016.39 


The unexpended balance in the excise tax account was the principal factor 
contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial statements 
and to the scope of audit. ! 


ASSETS . .  . The cash balance of $6,252.60 was on deposit in the 
Depositors Trust Company, Fairfield, Maine. 


Accounts receivable of $147.39 represented reimbursable expenditures made 
for State welfare cases. 


Taxes receivable totaling $3,600.91 consisted for the most part of current 
year accounts of $3,458.11. The remaining balance of $142.80 was for unpaid 
1963 and 1964 accounts. The liens amounted to $239.49, 


Deferred appropriations for State aid road construction amounted to 
$6,793.20. It is anticipated that this amount will be received from the State 
and Town appropriations during the 1966 and 1967 years. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS... _ The unappropriated 
surplus amounted to $17,019.68, an increase of $3,529.57 for the year. The 
change was occasioned by the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed, less 
transfers to various operating accounts. 


TRUST FUNDS ...... Trust fund principals totaled $8,950.00 and 
unexpended income amounted to $1,238.23. These funds are invested in local 
bank time deposits. 


GENERAL . . The townspeople authorized transfers from unap- 
propriated surplus and the use of excise tax revenue to supplement the tax levy 
for specific current operations. 
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Inasmuch as the townspeople voted during the year to join School Admin- 
istrative District No. 49 all assets and liabilities pertaining to educational 
accounts were assumed by the D istrict. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of financial control was reviewed as pertained to the handling 
of cash and other matters of financial concern. Count of cash was made at audit 
date. Records wete checked to determine the accuracy of recorded cash trans- 
actions. 


The cash account was verified by seconcilliation of statements furnished 
by the depository. Verifications were utilized, on a selective basis, to determine 
the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as expenditures and 
negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls an canceled checks were examined for a 
selected period. Excise tax collections were checked with the copies of receipts 
retained by the collector. 


Trust fund transactions were reviewed and investments verified. Surety 
bond coverage was reviewed. The town clerk’s records as pertained to financial 
administration were checked.

To Sherwin Colson, a constable of the town of Benton, in 
the County of Kennebec and State of Maine; Greetings: 


In the name of the state of Maine you are required to 
notify and warn the voters of said town of Benton, quali- 
fied by law to vote in the town affairs, to meet at the Grange 
Hall in said town on the 11th day of March A.D. 1967, at 
8 o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following Articles: 
to wit: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting.
